N my laſt Year's Almanack I attempted to explain Sir 
Chriftopher Heydon's Rule for rectitying of Nativities, 
according to the Mind of Hermes, but tor want of room, left 
a Doubt unreſolved, which was, how to take the Moon 
when near the Horizon, In which Caſe, becauſe of the 
uncertain Diſtance between the Eſtimate and true Time of 
Birth, it may be doubtful if the Moon was nearly aboye or 
under the Farth, at the Moment of Birth, as in the Exam- 
ple there given, the Eſtimate Time of Birth being Juiy the 
joth, 1734, at 10 in the Forenoon; at which Time the 
Moon being in # 29? 56', and the Cuſp of the feventh 
Houſe  0® oo, the Moon would, according to the com- 
mon way of judging in theſe Caſes, be accounted under 
the Earth; but ſhe having at the ſame time three Degrees, 
or more, of North Latitude, is really, and in Fact, above 
the Earth three Degrees. Had the eſtimate Time been gi- 
ven but one quarter of an Hour later, the Moon would have 
been indiſputably under the Earth: Yet who can ſay they are 
certain that the Time they give is within fifteen Minutes of 
the true Time of Birth; but very f. w! Therefore in all Caſes, 
when the Moonis in the Horizon at the given Time, or fo 
near it, either apove or below, that halt an Hour ſooner or 
Jater would put the Moon on the other Side, count juſt 273 
Days back, from the Day of Birth, which will always bring 
you to a Day when the Moon is in the opp: ſite Sign to the 
Aſcendant at Birth, or near to it: Then proceed as is directed 
in the fifth, ſixth, ſeventh and eighth Prece pts for the true or 
correct Time of Birth, |
